2 The applicants did not respond to the invitation to restrict or pay additional fees and 
so the international preliminary examination has been carried out on the first of the 
Inventions Identified above, that of claims 1-13 and 18-22. 

V Reasoned statement under Article 35(2) PCT 

1 The invention concerns communication between a receiver/decoder and a remote 
server for providing access to a network. The communication is authenticated using 
an identifier based on an identifier used for access to broadcast services. WO 
98/43427 and WO 98/50862 both disclose systems for providing access to a network 
and broadcast services, but neither those documents nor any others cited In the 
Search Report disclose or suggest authenticating communication between a 
receiver/decoder and the server, for giving access to a network, using an Identifier 
based on the identifier for providing access to broadcast services. The subject matter 
of independent claims 1 and 18 can thus be considered to be new and to have 
inventive step. 

2 The same conclusion holds for the subject matter of dependent claims 2-13 and 19- 
22. 
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3 The claimed invention finds industrial applicability in the technical field of providing 
television and Internet services.
